Veteran at 



Discussed by 
PC Meeting

Cro&s-debale and healed argu- 
ment on the subject of Communbts 
i(iceneral>^ndi McGji] /Communists, 
in particuiar, . lollowed an address 
given by Edward Ajiepin "Commu- 
nists at McGlll.". Mr. Alepin, who 
Isa veteran and a second year Com- 
merce student, was the speaker at 
a meeting of the Progressive Con- 
servative Club, held in Salon of 
the McGill Union on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 6. 

Mr. Alepin began his speech with 
V short resume of the origin, grt.i'.'.<h 
and activities of the Communist 
Party ,in Western Europe and in 
Russia. He declared that the Com- 
rnunists cannot t)c considered a 
political parl.y, but must be recog- 
nized as a "disciplinëd party of 
revolutlciiary shock-troops." Theirs 
is a religion, discipline and philo- 
sophy in which the ends Justify the 
means and in which there is no 
room for rrlticism. Mr. Alepin 
divides the Communists today into 
two groups, 'the Stalinists and the 
Titoists. 

Launching into his discussion of 
the McGill Communists, Mr. Alcpin 
declared that these are Stalinists, 
many of whom were trained at 
Marxist Schools held in the summer 
of 1048 at Stc. Anne dc. Beiicvue 
and Lac L'Achigan. According to 
Mr. Alepin, each Communist at 
McGill is given lists of 'popular 
students whom he is asked to con- 
tact He is • also "asked" to Join 
certain campui .organizations, such

As 
far as criticism is concerned, the 
month's issue of "National Adairs 
Monthly", the theoretical organ ol 
the Labour-Progressive Party, con- 
tains many and varied criticisms of 
Party policy. When questioned, he 
maintained that every person in 
Soviet Russia has the right to form 
a political part.v, providing that he 
does nut advocate "exploitation." 

A member of the McGill Prog- 
ressive Conservative Club, ihtn 
lose to declare that the CommunisU 
should not be allowed to hold nii- 
tlonal office, since they arc an 
International party. The L.P.I'. 
critic declared that it is impossible 
to belong to an international Com- 
munist Party; it you were a Cana- 
dian Communist, you joined the 
Communist 'pprty of Caiiiidii, the 
L.P.P, He called upon the speaker 
to produce an "International Com- 
munist" card. 

Another spectator raised thc/]ucs- 
tion as to why people joined the 
Communist Party. The L.P.P. critic

The confusion and possible fricthin has 
caused a great deal of unnecessary trouble. 
It has tliUi> become necessary to set up some 
sort of an effective permanent liaison between 
tlip parent Students' Executive Council and 
the Athletic fimup. It is partly to in-iitiiic thi.-; 
liaison that the motion to place a lepie.-enla- 
tive of Ihe Athletic.-; Council will be placed 
before the Student' Society today.

itie; present. There is indeed "no hiding place," 
[foiltress, and no abadcmic cloister from which

llinut'^às"^rndi8crlminately as the Roman soldier 
who slew Archimedes in the siege of Syracuse, not 
'knowing who his victim was or that the scientific 
knowledge that died with him would not be re- 
^^^gained for nearly eighteen hundred years. 
^B^'What price the scholar's life in limes like these, 
''^t'the university's whose purpose is to foster that 
^.^Ufot "There have been moments in which we have 
•11 asked ourselves these questions, and at certain 
of those moments I, for one, hâve found no answers. 
Yet 1 wonder if we kn»w our own strength. The 
briefest glance into history shows us that wc are 
, supported by powerfui.lradHlons— not symbols or 
legends, but vital forces with remarkable capacity 
. for survival. I would cite three of these traditions:' 
iùibe tradition ot higher learning, the university tra- 
jdltion, and ihe tradition of American democracy, 
J|Xny.one of these should give us courage. The three 
^(Ôgéthèr form a tower of strength. 

The American, democratic tradition forms 
ttie tripos with tbafl^iUons of higher learning 




and the university. Europeans and Englishmen have 
used their universities to train theii intellectual 
and political leaders. We have conceived a broader 
purpose for higher education. The purpose regards 
alt education as a preparation for life, and higher 
oduca'tion as the culminating phase of the process 
that should be available to all who have the ca- 
pacity to partake of it. By capacity we do not mean 
only intellectual competence. We mean intellectual 
contpctencc tempered by character, judgment and 
moral responsibility. Our purpose does not assume 
equal capacity or equal attainment among men. 
It holds rather that if men are to be thrown upon 
their individual resources in society, society should 
prepare Ihcm for that responsibility, and it should 
not allow that preparation to be limited by any- 
thing other than the individual's innate ability to 
benefit by it. This was Jefferson's corollary to popu- 
lar sovernlty, his key to equal opportunity^ and a 
truly mobile democratic society. This was the means 
whereby the people could not only Instruct them- 
selves in. the use of the franchise but also produce 
their leaders and teachers in every sphere of life. 
It was education In this sense thalfiîêffejion called 
"the most legitimate engine of government," and 
of which he said, in words that stand out vividly 
against Uie Iron Curtain, "If a nation expects to 
be ignorant and free In a state of civilization, it 
expects what never was and never will be." 

. . . These traditions give us courage for the 
future, no matter how black it may look from day 
to day. These are the things Yaln lives and works 
for, in war and peace. They are the things to cherish 
and defend In times of war; to fight for, when there 
i.'i fishllng; and to rcluiii to when war is over.— 
President Alfred Griswold, Yale University,

Women in Sport

Various mtmbers ot viiltlnr 
athletic teams from many unlver 
altres .have remarked to us about 
the lack of a compulser)' physical 
education program for our women 
■tudenls here as McGill. Most 
American and Canadian, colleses' do 
provide somc'.aArt.of^a conipUlaoiry 
program, especially for {Iris inUnelr 
freshman year. .Why not AtcGllif ' 

Let's start at the very' beginning, 
lome l thirty years ago, . when 
■thlctjlcs^ was^ccésury^or,;' all 
' iudcntii, lii'ôrdcr^lîfâf "they receive 
their degrees. The .situation at that 
Imc, however, was far different 
nd much simpler than It Is today, 
'nly 300 girts were registered at 
cGitl, and two gyms were avail* 
blc for their continuous use. Wc 
re all familiar with the RVC 
afetcrla, but how many of us know 
hat It was formerly an excellently 



Ourlne the 'years ot the second 
Vorld War, the setup was changed 
omewhat. A compulsary war pro- 
ram was instituted for both men 
nd women under a single n^anagc- 
nent. The girls were required to 
pend two hours each week par- 
iclpatlng in some form of athletics, 
nd two. more periods in attending 
^'j'^mà^i^^ first 
eid;7elc^Tinr'8ystcm' encountered 
many difficulties for several of the 
classes contained as many as 75 
students. 

In 1946, when the. service-men 
returned to colleté. It was felt that 
It would be unfair to compel them 
to participate in athletics, especially 
Inr their own living while attend- 
ing lectures. The compulsary pro- 
gram ^as therefore dropped, and 
as the women were Included In the 
same setup «with the boys, they too 
were no longer required to take 
part (n any kind of physical educa- 
tion. 

That's the way things stand at 
present. There is no doubt that 
0]any students would welcome a 



compulsary program of some sports, 
but the problem isn't so easily 
rolvcd. First of all, there is the 
question of facilities. Although 
registration has shot way up to 
1,400, only one gym Is available for 
the exclusive use of women. Even 
Iti located In RVC, cannot be used 
at any time, fàr It is situated direct- 
ly above the lunch room, and so 
cannot be occupied during mcai 
times. In addition, the School of 
Ph)[sical Education holds many 
of its classes there. Our facilities 
at prissent aro somewhat Inadc- 
auale, but plans aro being formu- 
lated for a possible gymnasium — 
pool as an annex to PVC Itself. 
';;^Rccently there has been a grow- 
ing among the students themselves 
for some required program of 
athletics, but at present they must 
be content to participate In an) 
of the very many activities offered 
them, voluntarily. , i
